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When  will  Mission  Housing  Development  Corporation  build 
housing  on  the  Gartland  site  (the  pit  at  16th  and  Valencia)? 
Where  will  they  get  the  money  frcm?  North  Mission  residents 
were  ecstatic  last  year  over  the  news  that  the  site  of  the 
Gartland  fire  had  finally  left  the  hands  of  Beatrice  Pres ant 
and  ended  up  in  the  non-profit  sector.  Mission  Housing 
Development  Corporation  (MHDC)  has  an  excellent  track  record 
in  the  building  and/or  rehabilitation  of  low  & moderate 
incane  housing  in  San  Francisco. 

Interviews  with  staff  members  of  MHDC  reveal  the 
following:  the  total  development  cost  of  the  project  is  $3.5 
million.  That  includes  everything...  insurance,  architects' 
fees,  building,  land  costs  etc.  The  four  story  building 
plans  call  for  basement  parking.  The  first  floor  would  be  a 
mixture  of  conmercial  and  office  space.  The  other  three 
floors  will  contain  32  units  of  housing;  a mixture  of  family 
and  senior  housing.  Current  plans  call  for  8 studio  units, 
12  one  and  12  two  bedroom  apartments. 

The  big  question  at  North  Mission  Association  meetings 
has  always  been:  "How  much  are  the  rents  going  to  be?" 
Sentiment  has  always  been  strong  on  the  subject:  "Make  the 
units  affordable  or  don't  build."  At  this  point,  MHDC  just 
doesn't  knew  what  the  rents  will  be.  They  don't  knew  hew 
much  equity  they  will  have  in  the  project.  MHDC  has  prom- 
ised the  North  Mission  Association  to  provide  estimates  in 
the  caning  weeks  on  rent  levels  if  they  were  able  to  raise 
the  entire  3.5  million  or  if  they  were  able  to  raise  only 
half  the  amount.  MHDC  did  receive  $400,000  from  a Carmunity 
Development  Block  Grant  to  purchase  the  site.  Do  some 
arithmetic  and  you  have  3.1  million  to  go.  One  of  the  few 
sources  of  funds  is  the  City's  Office  of  Housing  Production. 

Developers  of  office  buildings  are  required  by  law  to 
provide  housing,  either  directly  or  indirectly  by 
contributing  cash  to  the  city's  affordable  housing  fund.  In 
early  March,  a developer  reached  agreement  with  MHDC  to 
provide  $800,000  for  the  project.  Subtract  $800,000.  Still 
$2.3  million  to  go.  And  there's  a catch.  The  developer, 
London  and  Edinburgh  Trust  must  get  their  24  story  office 
building  and  parking  garage  at  235  Pine  Street  approved  by 
the  Planning  Caimissian.  That  is  an  iffy  proposition.  Pour 
buildings  including  Richard  Deringer's  Van  Ness  Gateway 
Center  (which  many  Mission  groups  disapprove  of)  are 
competing  against  each  other  to  be  approved  by  the 
oannission.  No  one  really  knews  what's  going  to  happen.

What  do  downtown  developers  like  Walter  Shorenstein  and 
Richard  Deringer  have  in  common  with  Mission  landlords  like 
Frank  Lembi  and  Bob  Imhoff,  condo-converters  like  William 
Rosetti,  commercial  real  estate  speculators  such  as  Irv 
Zaretsky  in  Potrero  Hill  and  with  local  curiosities  like 
Bill  Graham  and  Cecil  Williams? 

They  are  politician-buyers;  those  whom  private  interest 
or  public  spirit  motivates  to  finance  our  elected  officials. 

And  they  are  changing  their  minds. 

A study  of  campaign  contributions  by  the  City's  major 
landlords,  realtors  and  developers  reflects  a dissat- 
isfaction with  Quentin  Kopp  which  may  auger  two  more  less 
than  eagerly  contested  elections  in  1987  and  1991...  ten 
more  years  of  a pro- landlord,  pro-developer  City  Halil 

In  1983,  Dianne  Feinstein  surmounted  a recall  effort 
and,  in  November,  a swarm  of  challengers  led  by  nightclub 
owner  Cesar  Ascarrunz  and  his  red  fire-engine.  In  1979, 
1980  and  1984,  Kopp  lost,  won  and  lost  a mayoral  race  and 
two  supervisoral  campaigns  against  the  Mayor  and  her  ally, 
Board  President  John  Molinari.  In  the  last  of  these,  he 
also  finished  behind  Supervisor  Louise  Renne  whose  financial 
base  and  closeness  to  the  Mayor  mimics  Molinari' s. 

Following  1980,  when  Kopp  won  Presidency  of  the  Board 
of  Supes  and  raised  almost  twice-  as  much  campaign  money  than 
Molinari,  the  latter,  according  to  campaign  chairman  Anthony 
Garrett  decided  never  to  allow  himself  to  be  outspent  again. 
The  Board  race  of  1984  was  easily  the  most  expensive  in 
history  with  Molinari,  at  415,000  slightly  outspending  Kopp 
at  393,000.  And  since  that  time,  both  landlords  and  devel- 
opers appear  to* have  consensed  on  Big  John  in  1987. 

THE  ISSUES

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THE  GREAT  SAN  FRANCISCO  HOUSING  MYTH 

Another  everyone  - wants  - new  - housing  - except  - in 
- their  - neighborhood  story  was  recently  featured  in  the 
S.F.  Chron/Ex  when  a group  of  residents  blocked  the  path  of 
a bulldozer  which  wanted  to  grade  an  empty  lot  for  a single 
family  home  in  liberal  Bernal  Heights.  Just  imagine  the 
uproar  if  the  plans  had  called  for  four  rental  units 
instead.  Nothing  is  more  obvious  politically  than  the 
reality  that  you  can  only  build  housing  at  lower  than 
already  existing  densities  in  established  neighborhoods. 
This  should  mean  that  you  try  to  build  as  many  units  as 
possible  where  there  are  no  established  neighborhoods.  Not 
in  San  Francisco. 

For  many  years  we  have  heard  about  the  necessity  of 
adding  new  housing  units  to  San  Francisco  in  order  to 
mitigate  the  new  housing  demand  created  by  the  downtown 
growth.  Yet  the  only  two  districts  where  it  is  possible  to 
add  substantial  amounts  of  housing.  South  of  Market  and 
Mission  Bay/Lower  Potrero  Hill,  have  futures  planned  for 
them  which  will  preclude  substantial  housing  development. 
City  Planning's  new  South  of  Market  Plan  will  likely  result 
in  little  if  any  housing  in  a foolishly  romantic  attempt  to 
create  an  artist  district  modeled  on  New  York  City's  SOHO. 
The  Northern  part  of  the  second  area,  due  in  large  part  to 
Supervisor  Bill  Maher's  negotiating  efforts,  has  7,000  units 
of  housing  planned  in  a mixed  use  development  known  as 
Mission  Bay.  However,  the  southern  half  of  this  former 
industrial  section  is  being  reserved  for  blue-collar 
industry  by  the  Mayor. 

Bill  Witte  of  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  and 
Economic  Development  recently  was  interviewed  on  Channel  6's 
City  Desk  (1/17/86)  and  spoke  strongly  in  favor  of  the 
Tishman  project  at  Fillmore  and  Geary  which  will  add  over 
1000  new  units  of  housing...  on  the  grounds  that  big 
projects  have  a much  higher  degree  of  affordability  than 
lots  of  smaller  projects.  He  also  said  the  Mayor  was  strong 
on  family  housing  (multi -bedroom)  and  that  the  Mayor  wants 
to  see  blue-collar  industry  go  in  the  last  area  of  undevel- 
oped land  between  South  of  Market  and  the  Bayview  District. 

Surprisingly,  no  politician  has  yet  to  take  the  Mayor 
to  task  for  the  lack  of  net  new  housing  units  created  during 
her  administration,  despite  the  substantial  growth  in  down- 
town office  space.  Perhaps  due  more  to  a lack  of  a housing 
constituency  than  anything  else,  housing  opportunities 
continue  to  erode.  According  to  the  SPUR  Report  (Nov. '85), 
potential  housing  units  have  declined  to  less  than  half  of 
what  was  previously  thought  possible  during  the  last  few 
years. 

Bill  Witte  says  that  "The  City  is  doing  as  much  as 
anyone  in  the  country  for  housing."  But  the  myth  is  that 
that  is  enough.  The  State  has  often  been  told  to  let 
housing  issues  remain  in  the  community,  but  that  approach  is 
simply  not  working. 

Furthermore,  the  housing  industry  has  never  stopped 
saying  that  rent  control  is  only  a band-aid  approach  to  the 

problem  of  not  enough  housing  units  to  go  around that  the 

only  way  to  solve  the  basic  problem  is  to  build  new  housing 
units  or  reduce  housing  demand.  Tbo  many  tenant  activists 
would  rather  call  names,  wave  the  bloody  flag  of  evictions, 
and  generally  fight  a class  war  marginally  related  to  the 
problem  of  adequate  housing  for  all.  Isn't  there  a way  that 
people  could  spend  less  energy  fighting  each  other  and  more 
finding  mutually  beneficial  solutions  to  housing  concerns? 

Are  not  politicians  elected  to  facilitate  this  type  of 
activity?

to  oppose  and,  when  that  proved  impossible,  to  defang  the 
Downtown  Plan  and  turn  it  to  their  purposes.  With  the  bogus 
DP  enacted,  they  now  try  to  influence  the  Planning  Commis- 
sion in  whom  all  authority  to  permit  or  deny  construction  is 
vested.  As  an  appointed  creature  of  the  Mayor,  the 
Commission  and  its  members  look  not  only  to  Dianne  Feinstein 
and  her  circle,  but  must  rely  on  the  election  of  a 
sympathetic  party  in  1987  to  retain  their  jobs. 

Molinari  also  scores  high  among  neighborhood  landlords 
and  realtors.  These  need  a friend  at  City  Hall  when 
seeking,  for  example,  legislation  allowing  apartment  to 
office  conversions  or  appealing  difficult  evictions.  They 
also  support  highrise  construction  (a  direct  consequence  of 
local  and  national  policy  to  export  America's  manufacturing 
base  to  low-wage  "authoritarian"  regimes),  for  such  attracts 
wealthy  young  professionals  to  San  Francisco,  people  able 
and  willing  to  pay  rents  higher  than  those  borne  by  natives 
of  such  districts  as  the  Haight,  Mission  and  Tenderloin. 

Big  John,  unsurprisingly,  provided  the  one-vote  margins 
in  both  passing  the  adulterated  DP  and  upholding  Feinstein 's 
veto  of  a vacancy  control  bill  that  would  have  removed  the 
financial  incentive  for  landlords  to  enact  unjust  evictions. 

Kaiser's  analysis  of  government  policies  which  have 
made  "some  kinds  of  investments  much  more  profitable,  and 
thus  much  more  appealing,  than  others",  as  well  as  property- 
related  tax  savings  (the  National  League  of  Cities  contends 
$43.7  billion  in  1984  alone,  most  going  to  the  very  wealthy) 
gives  some  insight  into  the  furious  surge  of  downtown  con- 
struction and  residential  conversions  and  demolitions  by 
such  arms  of  San  Francisco  government*  as  are  extended,  palms 
outward,  to  property-related  interests. 

Deringer,  developer  of  Van  Ness  Plaza,  has  followed  the 
Molinari  trend  by  providing  Big  John  with  $1500?  covering 
his  bets  with  donations  to  Ward,  Renne,  Nelder,  Maher  and 
Walker  while  his  attorney  John  Sanger  spreads  lesser  tracts 
of  green  around.  Super lawyers  Tim  Tosta  (Maher,  Silver, 
Hongisto,  Molinari,  Kennedy,  Ward,  Britt)  and  Bill  Coblentz 
(Renne,  Ward,  Britt,  Silver,  Walker,  Molinari,  Maher  and 
Nelder)  also  keep  more  than  their  hands  in  their  pockets. 

Anton  Bley  of  Dome  Construction,  beneficiary  of  the 
undying  regard  of  San  Francisco's  punkers  when  he  purchased 
and  demolished  the  Vats  to  construct  a food-trade  center  at 
15th  and  Bryant  has  fed  Hongisto,  Molinari,  Renne,  Kbpp, 
Maher  and  Carol  Silver.  Peter  Stocker  and  Pacific  Union, 
who  promote  such  "upstairs"  ventures  as  a downtown  stadium 
while  maltreating  tenants  of  their  "downstairs"  Mission 
Plaza  complex,  curry  favors  from  Kopp,  Maher  and  Molinari . 
And  Santa  Fe/s.p.  who  aim  to  develop  the  immense  Mission  Bay 
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project  have  not  been  ungenerous. 

Several  conclusions  can  be  advanced  from  these 
donations  that  deviate  from  those  that  would  be  assumed  by 
contribution  figures  or  public  perceptions  of  only  a few 
years  ago.  Easily,  the  movement  of  funds  towards  Molinari 
and  away  from  Supervisor  Kopp  is  the  most  important  of 
these.  But  there  are  secondary,  no  less  fascinating 
traits...  developer  recognition  of  Renne  (seemingly 
recovered  from  her  disastrous  congressional  venture)  and  her 
two  companions  on  the  Planning,  Housing  and  Development 
(PHD)  Committee  Willie  Kennedy  and  Carol  Silver;  Supervisor 
Maher’s  status  as  a frequent  "swing"  vote  and  his 
indiscriminate  courting  of  sleazy  souls  like  Imhoff,  Angelo 
Sangiacomo,  the  I-Hotel's  Four  Seas  group,  Dr.  Rider  in  the 
Sunset  etc.;  the  select  popularity  of  even  hardcore  anti- 
highrise  Supervisors  Britt,  Walker  and  Hongisto  among  a few 
contributors  and  the  virtual  eclipse  of  Wendy  Nelder  by  most 
developers  save  one  most  unexpected  angel.

Juice  is  one  of  those  words  that  seems  to  emerge  from 
hiding  When  elections  loom  or  when  a shift  of  power  becomes 
visible.  "Quentin  Kopp,"  declared  Sue  Hestor^of  San 
Franciscans  for  Reasonable  Growth,  "is  out  of  juice. 

The  roster  of  Quentin's  defectors  is  impressive  (or 
noxious,  depending  on  your  tastes) . Among  his  supporters  in 
1979  and  1980  absent  from  his  contributors  in  1984-5  are 
Coblentz  and  Tosta,  Arthur  Zanello  and  John  and  Martin 
Gaewhiler  (of  the  DLZ  octopus),  Bill  Rosetti,  Russell  Flynn, 
Larry  Furst,  Michael  Ainbinder  and  the  rest  of  the  TRI  gang, 
the  Sapunar,  Carma  and  Pyramid  brokerages  and  such  odd 
speculators  as  William  Sepatis  in  the  Haight.  Frank  Lembi's 
Continental/ Skyline  empire,  a major  Kopp  financer  in  the 
past,  doled  out  a pittance  while  funnelling  so  much  to 
Molinari  that  Burke  Delventhal  of  the  DA's  office  was 
motivated  to  admit  "there  may  be  a loophole"  in  the  campaign 
finance  laws.  (NMN,  July  and  August,  1985) 

Kopp  would  seem  to  have  dug  his  financial  grave  with 
two  votes...  the  Downtown  Plan  moratorium  and  the  vacancy 
decontrol  measure  vetoed  by  the  Mayor  and  sustained  with 
MDlinari's  support.  Neighborhood  realtors  began  to  abandon 


Kopp  after  the  vacancy  decontrol  vote  and  the  capture  of  the 
Board  of  Realtors  by  what  former  mayoral  candidate 
Barbagelat.a  identified  as  "the  condo  converters"  led  by  Bill 
Rosetti's  TRI  Realty. 

Barbagelata,  citing  Molinari's  many  visits  to  the  TRI 
head  quarters  atop  the  Hard  Rock  Cafe,  alleges  that  the 
Supervisor  is  the  conduit  between  local  realtors  and 
neighborhood  landlords  cashing  in  on  highrise-fueled 
gentrif i cat  ion  and  certain  downtown  developers  "who  have 
been  leeching  off  the  City  for  15  years,"  and  described  an 
anti -Kopp  videotape  produced  for  the  Board  of  Realtors  by 
the  political  consulting  firm  of  Solem  and  Associates. 

Jim  Fabris  of  the  Board  said  that  the  tape  was 
commissioned  in  order  to  "induce"  realtors  to  back  the  four 
endorsed  supervisoral  candidates...  Molinari,  Renne,  David 
Wharton  and  Kevin  Starr. 

"I  think  the  tape  was  very  well  received,"  said  Fabris. 
"If  there  was  a partisan  aspect,  it  was  to  inspire  members, 
to  educate  them  towards  political  involvement.  I don't 
think  you  could  conclude  the  program  was  highly  partisan." 

Fabris  refused  to  provide  a transcript  of  the  tape  or 
allow  a public  showing.  "The  matter  has  been  laid  to  rest. 

Rosetti  (who,  with  Larry  Furst.  consented  to  an  out-of- 
court  settlement  last  year  to  escape  prosecution  in  a condo 
conversion  scam)  emphasized  the  need  for  moderate,  non- 
con  frontational  positions  with  regards  to  both  the  City's 
housing  and  political  future,  expressing  sorrow  over  Kopp's 
support  of  vacancy  controls.  He  did  not  deny  meeting  with 
Molinari.  "There  is  a general  move  to  stay  with  a moderate 
system  between  developers  and  the  Board  of  Realtors. 

The  vacancy  decontrol  vote  also  offended  developers. 
"In  the  past,"  stated  Robert  Spicker  of  the  Golden  Gateway 
complex,  "we  contributed  equally."  He  opined  that  the  rent 
control  vote  had  its  effect.  "Kopp  finished  third." 

Another  longtime  supporter  wondered  "whether  Quentin  is 
getting  soft  in  the  head". 

And  Corey  Busch,  a close  associate  of  developer  and 
Giants'  owner  Bob  Lurie  declared  that  Kopp's  attitude 
compounded  his  unfavorable  votes.  "People  are  getting  tired 
of  Quentin  Kopp  and  his  belligerance  and  his  confrontational 
attitude.  You  talk  to  people  and  you  get  the  feeling  he's 
an  egotist.  People  have  said  enough's  enough." 

One  of  those  people,  although  he  refused  comment  as  is 
customary  may  be  Quentin  Kopp's  most  generous  supporter, 
Walter  Shorenstein. 

Always  considered  something  of  a loner  and  a maverick, 
even  among  the  cipse  circle  of  San  Francisco  developers. 


Shorenstein,  through  1984,  achieved  the  considerable  feat  of 
being  a confidante  of  both  Kopp  and  his  nemesis,  the  Mayor. 
But  in  1985,  Shorenstein' s largess  dwindled  to  $1,000  from 
the  Milton  Meyer  firm  while  hitherto  neglected  Wendy  Nelder 
copped  a grand  apiece  from  Shorenstein,  his  wife,  his 
daughter  Carole's  Golden  Gate  Theater  and  the  Meyer  firm. 

Those  few  San  Francisco  supervisors  not  openly  or 
covertly  in  the  1987  Mayor's  race  seem  unconvinced  that  Kopp 
would  gain  enough  support  from  renters  and  balanced-growth 
advocates  to  make  up  for  the  defection  of  the  big  spenders. 
Dana  Van  Gorder,  an  aide  to  Harry  Britt,  declared  that  Kopp 
has  been  smart  to  liberalize  his  image  and  he  has  paid  for 
it.  You  have  to  give  him  credit." 

"I  would  have  trouble  perceiving  him  as  an  anti- 
highrise  candidate,"  countered  Nancy  Walker.  "Right  now  I'm 
delighted,  but,"  she  warns,  "there's  a lot  of  time  between 
now  and  1987." 

"You  can't  second  guess  him,"  summed  up  Kennedy. 

The  Future 

A crowded  field  awaits  the  elections  of  1987.  Besides 
Kopp  and  Molinari  loom  Hongisto,  Agnos,  Renne,  Nelder, 
Maher.  The  supervisoral  elections  of  1986  will  sort  out 
some  of  the  contenders.  Nelder,  Maher  and  Hongisto  should 
all  win  re-election,  but  the  frontrunner  will  be  elevated  to 
a contending  position,  the  losers  will  have  to  reconsider. 

Even  now,  three  years  before  the  race,  Molinari  has 
been  quietly  consolidating  his  position.  Should  he  continue 
to  accumulate  funds  at  a rate  exceeding  the  combined  war 
chests  of  his  many  competitors,  voters  may  be  assured  of  a 
advertising  barrage  consistent  in  its  scope  and  its  expense 
with  the  launching  of  a new  car  or  new  breakfast  cereal. 

The  Teflon  congeals. 

"Politics  is  the  art  of  inclusion,  not  exclusion," 
Anthony  Garrett  advises.  "Jack  Molinari  will  work  closely 
with  everyone,  the  gay  community. . . gay  leaders  are  in  and 
out  of  his  offices  daily,  blacks l Unions i" 

Who,  then,  will  rise  to  stand  against  the  juggernaut? 

"I  will,"  promised  Ascarrunz.  "Charles  McCabe  told  me 
the  first  time  that  you  run  you  will  be  fourth  or  fifth,"  he 
said  "and  so  it  was.  The  second  time,  you'll  finish  second. 
And  the  third...  you'll  win l"

DERINGER  S PROJECT  PUZZLE 

Oi  March  20th,  the  Planning  Department  released  its  long- 
awaited  evaluation  of  the  four  office  buildings  competing  for 
approval  in  April.  Among  those  vying  in  the  office  "sweepstakes" 
is  Richard  Deringer's  Van  Ness-Gateway  Center  (discussed  in  the 
last  two  issues  of  the  News). 

The  department  questioned  the  need  for  additional  office 
space.  "There  appars  to  be  no  compelling  necessity  for  the 
Commission  to  approve  additional  office  space  for  construction  at 
4 this  time.  All  office  markets,  including  back  office,  appear  to 
* have  more  than  adequate  space  available."  This  is  in  direct 
I conflict,  with  Deringer's  claim  that  there  is  a need  for  "back 
office  space"  in  the  city.  The  other  three  buildings  in  the 
sweepstakes  are  all  located  downtown. 

Back  office  space  is  space  used  for  clerical,  data 
^ processing,  record  keeping  functions.  For  months,  Deringer  has 
claimed  that  the  reason  these  "large  space  users"  have  moved  to 
*-he  suburbs  is  lack  of  affordable  space  in  the  city.  The 
Planning  Department's  evaluation  rejected  Deringer's  argument., 

. but  did  leave  open  a window  of  approval,  citing  the  interest  by 
’ governmental  agencies  to  locate  additional  offices  close  to  the 
Civic  Center  area.  It  asked  the  Planning  Commission  to  consider 
authorizing  either  one  or  two  of  Deringer's  buildings  and| 
restricting  the  use  of  the  buildings  to  government  users.

WHO’S  WELFARE? 


In  response  lo  lent  month'  article  by  Mr.  Ramon,  a woman 
who  identifies  herself  a.a  Helen  forwarded  a letter  written 
in  1982  which,  she  states,  describes  a situation  which  is 
"basically  the  same". 

"People  are  advised  to  begin  standing  in  line  at  150  Otis 
Street  at  4:30  AM  because  only  a certain  number  of 
applicants  can  be  processed  each  day.  At  6:30  AM  those  who 
aren't  taken  are  given  a ticket  bearing  an  alternate  date  on 
which  to  return..."  (DSS  spokesperson  Judy  Schutzman  stated 
in  a related  article  that  no  clients  are  turned  away  for 
lack  of  housing. ) 

"The  guards  at  the  general  assistance  office  are  intimi- 
dating and  rude...  Finally  my  number  was  called  and,  with 
several  others,  I was  ordered  into  the  building.  "Up 
against  the  wall!"  shouted  a guard.  There  was  an  empty  desk 
nearby,  and  several  old  people  who'd  been  standing  since  4 
that  morning  tried  sitting  on  it.  'Get  off  the  desk!'  a 

guard  bellowed  at  each  one... 

"As  I approached  the  window,  the  lady  inside  threw  the 
food  stamps  and  voucher  at  me  and  snapped,  "Sign  here!"  I 
was  tired  and  irritated,  so  I said  something  like,  "The 
least  you  could  do  is  treat  another  human  being  like  a human, 
being." 

"Shut  up,"  she  yelled.  "I  didn't  ask  you  to  come  here. 
If  you  don't  like  it,  you  can  see  the  mayor." 

More  from  Helen: 

"The  most  punitive  provision  of  general  assistance  is 
workfare.  " This  supposedly  is  to  make  the  recipient  feel 
worthwhile  because  he  is  contributing  something  for  the 
grant  he  receives.  What  workfare  really  provides,  though, 
is  extremely  cheap  labor  for  jobs  no  one  would  choose  to  do 
unless  he  was  paid  a living  wage. 

"The  day  after  the  initial  paperwork  is  completed, 
applicants  are  required  to  go  to  Glide  Memorial  Church  for 
orientation  about  the  program.  They  are  told  what  they  must 
do  and  what  they  cannot  do,  such  a6  attend  school  during  the 
daytime,  when  they  are  expected  to  be  looking  for  work. 
Those  who  are  eligible  to  apply  for  SSI  are  instructed  on 
how  to  complete  the  process,  and  they  must  pay  back  any 
money  they  receive  from  General  Assistance  if  their 
application  is  approved. 

"The  second  time  I applied  for  general  assistance,  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  had  gathered  for  a photograph  in  the 
newspaper.  I handed  the  photograph  to  a social  worker  and 
requested  that  he  show  it  to  the  recipients  and  encourage 
them  to  write  to  the  Board  of  Supervisor  members  with  their 
complaints  about  General  Assistance.  The  worker,  before 
apprising  the  recipients  of  their  obligaions  and  duties, 
gave  a short  speech.  He  said  that  things  had  drastically 
changed  in  the  program  over  the  last  decade,  and  especially 
since  President  Reagan  was  elected.  He  indicated  that  he 
himself  felt  that  the  General  Assistance  Program  was 
punitive,  and  that  one  of  the  last  rights  remaining  in 
American  democracy  was  freedom  of  expression.  He  not  only 
told  them  to  write  to  the  supervisors,  but  also  to  gather 


enmasse  at  the  weekly  meeting  at  the  social  welfare  office 
and  voice  their  complaints  about  the  program.  He  then  held 
up  a photo  of  the  Board  of  Supervisor  members,  but  few 
people  paid  attention  to  either  what  he  said  or  the  photo. 

"Right  after  I applied  for  welfare  the  last  time  in  1984, 

I found  some  temporary  jobs,  and  tflen  a full-time  job.  I've 
been  working  for  about  a eyar  now,  but  I won't  ever  forget 
how  I was  treated  at  150  Otis  Street,  or  "Auschwitz  West". 

I heard  this  expression  by  a social  worker  the  first  itme  I 
applied  for  assistance  in  1982,  and  the  label  has  stuck  in 
my  mind  ever  since.  I recently  heard  the  term  "lumpin 
proletariat",  and  "hoi  poi",  both  of  which  I had  forgotten 
about.  I know  I was  in  danger  of  falling  into  these 
categories  for  awhile.  Something  positive  happens  to  a 
person  who  applies  for  public  assistance.  He  reevaluates 
himself  in  terms  of  how  he  looks  at  others.  He  will  find  it 
difficult  to  separate  himself  from  those  he  ever  felt 
superior  to;  for  instance,  those  on  welfare. 

"If  America  were  not  one  of  the  wealthiest  nations  in  the 
world,  some  of  the  reports  by  Ramon,  me  and  others  could  be 
more  easily  understood.  But,  no  reason  exists  for  American 
citizens  to  be  treated  in  such  a shabby  manner.  To  add 
insult  to  injury,  many  welfare  workers  are  foreign  people.  I 
constantly  wondered  why  I wasn't  given  a job,  or  some  other 
applicant  wasn't  given  a job  at  the  welfare  office  or  some 
other  place,  instead  of  someone  from  another  country,  and  I 
felt  resentful  towards  these  workers.  This  feeling  was  new 
to  me,  because  I had  always  agreed  with  the  policy  of  giving 
those  from  other  countries  a chance  to  work  and  live  here  in 
the  United  States. 

"Something  very  bad  happens  to  a person  at  the  General 
Assistance  Office.  He  realizes  he  is  not  a true  citizen  of 
the  United  States  at  all;  he  is  told  he  has  rights,  but  the 
rights  that  come  to  mind  mean  nothing.  His  basic  attitudes 
toward  everything  he  is  taught  about  living  in  the  United 
States  are  brought  into  question.  Over  and  over,  he  tells 
himself  that  no  one  should  be  treated  in  such  a dehumanizing 
way.  The  term  "life  is  not  expected  to  be  fair"  came  to  my 
mind  a lot  of  times,  but  I realized  it  is  just  another 
stupid  platitude  designed  to  keep  people  in  their  place.  A 
person  feels  he  has  done  nothing  to  deserve  the  treatment  he 
receives  at  the  welfare  office,  except  fall  into  poverty. 
He  becomes  more  selfish  and  bitter,  and  can  begin  to  hate 
those  who  have  more  than  he  has. 

"Struggle  is  considered  to  be  a very  big  part  of  life, 
especially  in  America.  People  who  struggle  and  attain 
success  and  victory  in  the  end  are  applauded.  Those  who 
struggle  and  never  achieve  anything  are  epat  fapon . Those 
who  find  it  necessary  to  ask  others  to  help  them  because 
they  can't  struggle  anymore  are  punished.  When  one  realizes 
this,  one  forgets  all  of  the  good  things  about  American 
society  and  sees  only  the.  bad  things.  One  begins  to  feel 
Americans  are  ignorant,  ill-informed,  superficial  and  mean. 
One  feels  betrayed  and  does  not  know  how  to  respond  to  the 
feelings  of  betrayal."

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demystification  and  development  of  it,  and  waging  a 
revolution  without  secrets,  the  psychology  experiments  and 
mental  mutations  spawned  from  the  harvesting  of  the  minds 
and  souls  of  america  are  finally  coming  home  to  roost. 

So  I stopped  in  at  Subterranean  Records,  an  independant 
record  company  at  577  Valencia,  to  see  how  business  was 
going.  Business  is  so-so  Steve,  one  of  the  original 
founders  of  the  company  in  Berkeley  '79,  told  me.  He  was  in 
fact  fairly  busy  and  was  disinclined  to  extemporaneous  phil- 
osophizing so  I asked  him  a few  straight-forward  business 
questions.  They  have  been  at  their  present  location  for 
four  years.  They  offer  musicians  who  sign  on  their  label  a 
50/50  split  on  all  profits  after  cost.  They  carry  an 
eclectic  selection  of  musical  offerings  which  (unlike  in  the 
late  60*  s and  early  70' s when  major  labels  were  signing  on 
anything  that  jumped)  most  of  today's  companies  wouldn't 
dare  touch.  Also,  unlike  most  independant  labels,  they  keep 
their  entire  stock  in  print. 

They  released  the  first  Butthole  Surfers'  EP  "Brown 
Reason  to  Live",  a Dead  Kennedy  single  in  '81,  the  last  two 
Pop-O-Pie  lps , and  the  group  Flipper  is  one  of  their  main 
clients.  Steve  is  also  art  director  and  the  Flipper  lp 
"Gone  Fishin'",  whose  cover  he  designed  and  executed  (a  full 
color  photo  of  the  painted  Flipper  van  suitable  for  cutting 
out  and  assembling)  was  named  lp  cover  of  the  year  by  the 
L.A.  Weekly.  They  have  just  relased  a new  lp  by  Z'ev  called 
"My  Favorite  Things",  Pop-O-Pies'  Third  Album,  and  Helios 
Creed.  You  can  buy  them  along  with  just  about  everything 
else  on  their  list  at  the  storefront  on  Valencia,  and  if 
you're  a musician  looking  for  a good  label  with  excellent 
graphics  and  production,  you  can  contact  them  at  the  same 
address . 


NEURAL  ANGELS 

"Voices  in  the  head"  is  a constant  nagging  problem  far 
more  pernicious  than  r ing-around-the-collar , dishpan  hands, 
creeping  underwear  or  any  one  of  the  host  of  other  threats 
to  our  modern  way  of  life  that  various  corporations  and  ad 
agencies  are  feverishly  working  to  find  a final  solution 
for. 

I can  still  hear  the  announcer  in  an  aspirin  commercial 
ten  years  ago  saying  "this  scientifically  demonstrates  how 
Anacin  provides  relief  up  to  an  ex  amount  of  percentage 
points  faster  than  the  leading  competitor."  On  screen,  two 
clear  plastic  golems  of  Homo  Sap  stood  with  palms  outward. 
A pill  with  a capital  A on  it  in  the  stomach  of  one.  Brand 
X in  the  stomach  of  the  second.  Slowly  the  pills  dissolved 
into  tiny  particles  and  swarmed  up  into  their  heads!  The 
first  figure  now  had  an  entire  pill  with  an  A on  it  reformed 
in  its  brain  cavity,  the  second  only  had  half  a pill. 

The  same  principles  hold  true  for  bombs,  bullets  and 
other  messengers  of  persistent  irritation.  In  a culture 
where  images  are  used  as  tools  to  facilitate  the  enslavement 
and  massacre  of  millions  of  people  or  vice  ver sa, the  artist , 
in  the  complex  systems  of  control  over  all  forms  of  public 
expression,  can  only  appear  as  an  anarchist. 

Tne  result  of  two  or  three  generations  of  constant 
exposure  to  cathode  tube  radiation,  a startling  new  breed 
has  arisen  by  a curious  process  of  psychological  natural 
selection  in  which  those  who  cannot  defend  themselves  in  the 
new  battlefield  of  the  Informatoin  Age  are  simply  no  longer 
left  alive  (at  least  in  the  biblical  sense) .

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The  decision  has  been  made.  The  seemingly 
endless  quest  to  obtain  Vacancy  Control  for  San 
Francisco  has  begun  again.  In  March,  the  San 
Francisco  Housing  and  Tenants  Council,  of  which 
the  Tenants  Union  is  a member,  voted  to  launch  a 
two-pronged  effort  to  win  this  long-delayed  and 
much-needed  amendment  to  our  city's  Rent  Law.  If 
this  effort  is  successful,  landlords  will  no 
longer  be  allowed  to  increase  the  rent  without 
limit  on  a rental  unit  when  the  prior  tenant 
vacates.  The  landlord  will  be  entitled  to  raise 
the  rent  no  more  than  an  additional  8%  to  14% 
depending  on  what  the  annual  allowable  rent 
increase  is  in  that  year.  (Since  1984,  landlords 
have  been  entitled  to  a 4%  increase  to  tenants  in 
place . ) 

The  strategy  adopted  by  the  Council  is  to 
first  attempt  to  pass  the  law  through  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  and  Mayor  Feinstein.  As  many  of 
our  readers  will  recall,  twice  before  a majority 
of  the  Supervisors  has  passed  Vacancy  Control 
only  to  watch  the  mayor  veto  the  legislation.  It 
is  very  likely  that  we  will  witness  this 
identical  scenario  again.  We  must  obtain  eight 
votes  on  the  Board  to  override  her  veto,  an 
uphill  task  to  say  the  least.  The  three  key 
supervisors  who  withheld  their  approval  in  1984, 
and  who  stand  in  the  way  of  an  effective  rent 
control  law,  are  Bill  Maher,  John  Molinari  and 
Louise  Penne,  all  of  whom  have  aspirations  of 
becoming  San  Francisco's  next  mayor  in  1987. 
Unless  we  hold  the  seven  Supervisors  who  voted 
with  the  tenant  population  in  1984,  and  convince 
at  least  one  of  these  others  to  support  us,  we 
surely  will  be  forced  to  implement  Phase  Two. 

Phase  Two  calls  for  a ballot  initiative  to 
institute  Vacancy  Control.  The  deadline  to  file 
the  initiative  petitions  with  7500  valid 
signatures  of  registered  voters  in  order  to 
qualify  for  the  November  1986  ballot  is  July  24. 
Whether  or  not  an  electoral  campaign  is  to  be 
waged  this  year  will  depend  on  several  factors, 
not  the  least  of  which  is  having  raised  a LARGE 
amount  of  money,  essential  if  we  are  to  run  a 
winning  campaign.  Remember:  the  last  time 
tenants  in  this  city  used  the  ballot,  the  real 
estate  interests  outspent  us  by  20-1.  We  lost. 


As  was  revealed  in  1984,  the  sentiment  among 
tenants  throughout  San  Francisco  for  strong 
protections  against  unreasonable  rent  hikes  and 
arbitrary  evictions  is  intense.  Thousands  of 
people  wrote  letters  and  signed  postcards 
demanding  Vacancy  Control.  Hundreds  of  people 
packed  City  Hall  for  the  public  hearings.  (It 
was  said  that  the  turnout  was  the  largest  at  City 
Hall  since  the  HUAC  hearings  in  the  1950's.)  We 
have  every  reason  to  believe  that  this  level  of 
spirit  and  enthusiasm  ma^  once  again  be 
channelled  in  order  to  win  Vacancy  Control  in 
1986.  If  we  are  correct,  you  must  let  us  know 
NOW.  There  is  much  to  do.

U.S.  SUPREME  COURT 
UPHOLDS  BERKELEY 
RENT  LAW

On  February  26,  1986  the  United  States  Supreme 
Court  rejected  arguments  that  the  Berkeley  rent 
ordinance  stabilizing  residential  rents  was  a 
violation  of  federal  law,  upholding  the  ordinance 
against  constitutional  attack  by  landlords. 
Although  the  case  came  out  of  Berkeley,  the 
Court's  decision  makes  it  clear  that  any  similar 
challenge  to  the  San  Francisco  rent  ordinance 
stands  virtually  no  chance  of  success  in  the 
courts.  In  Fisher  v.  Berkeley  (84-1538)  the  Court 
turned  back  landlord  arguments  that  the  1980  rent 
control  ordinance  constituted  a " 'contract, 
combination...,  or  conspiracy'  " to  illegally  set 
prices  or  restrain  trade  in  violation  of  the 
Sherman  Anti-Trust  Act. 

A very  brief  bit  of  history  may  put  the  issue 
into  perspective.  In  the  last  part  of  the  19th 
Century  large  corporations  ("trusts")  drove 
smaller  competitors  out  of  business  by  setting 
prices  far  below  what  their  less  powerful  rivals 
could  charge  and  still  stay  in  business.  After 
driving  their  competitors  to  (or  over)  the  brink 
of  financial  ruin,  the  larger  corporations  would 
acquire  them  for  a song,  dominate  an  even  larger 
share  of  the  marketplace  and  then  raise  prices 
even  higher  than  before.  Public  outcry  eventually 
led  to  federal  laws  which  made  it  a crime  for 
corporations  or  individuals  to  conspire  to 
"restrain"  trade  or  commerce.  The  Sherman 
Anti-Trust  Act,  passed  in  1890,  was  such  a law. 

In  the  Fi sher  case  the  landlords  argued  that 
Berkeley's  rent  ordinance  restrained  trade  because 
it  set  rents  and  limited  the  ability  of  landlords 
to  raise  them  without  authorization  by  the 
Berkeley  Rent  Board.  Alternatively,  the  landlords 
also  argued  that  because  there  were  no  facts 
indicating  the  existence  of  a conspiracy  by 
landlords  to  fix  rents  (i.e.  "restrain  trade"), 
the  ordinance  was  invalid  because  not  authorized 
by  state  law  or  pre-empted  by  federal  law. 

Writing  for  the  Supreme  Court,  Justice 
Marshall  found  that  the  landlords'  arguments  had 
seriously  twisted  both  the  intent  and  the  meaning 
of  the  Sherman  Act.  First,  Marshall  wrote,  in 
order  to  have  a restraint  on  trade,  a conspiracy 
"between  separate  entities"  was  required.  "Had 
the  owners  of  residential  rental  property  in 
Berkeley  voluntarily  banded  together  to  stabilize 
rents  in  the  city,  their  activities  would  not  be 
saved  from  antitrust  attack  by  claims  that  they 
had  set  reasonable  prices  out  of  solicitude  for 
the  welfare  of  their  tenants."  However,  the 
Berkeley  rent  ordinance  merely  removed  control  of 
maximum  rent  levels  from  the  landlords  and  gave 
rent  regulation  unilaterally  to  an  independent 
government  body.  "Berkeley's  landlords  have 
simply  been  deprived  of  the  power  freely  to  raise 
their  rents",  and  this  by  itself  was  not  a 
violation  of  the  Sherman  Act,  since  no  conspiracy 


to  restrain  trade  existed  between  the  rent  board 
and  anybody  else.  Also,  the  simple  fact  that  the 
ordinance  had  a "coercive  effect"  on  the 
landlords'  ability  to  raise  rents  did  not  begin  to 
establish  a conspiracy  either.  As  Marshall  wrote, 
"the  mere  fact  that  all  competing  property  owners 
must  comply  with  [the  law]  is  not  enough  to 
establish  a conspiracy  among  landlords."  The  fact 
that  all  people  must  obey  the  law  "whether  they 
wish  to  or  not  is  not  enough  to  establish  a 
conspi racy . " 

The  Supreme  Court's  upholding  of  the  Berkeley 
rent  control  ordinance  will  effectively  defeat  any 
court  challenges  to  the  San  Francisco  rent 

ordinance  on  anti-trust  grounds. 

DEFEAT  OF  COSTA  BILL 
MORE  CRITICAL  THAN  EVER 

In  Sacramento,  however,  Assembly  Bill  483  (the 
COSTA  BILL)  moves  ominously  along  in  the  Judiciary 
Committee.  If  passed  in  its  present  form,  AB  483 
could  have  fatal  effects  on  rent  control  in  San 
Francisco.  The  COSTA  BILL  would  NOT  be  affected 
by  the  Supreme  Court's  Fisher  decision.  It  WOULD 
do  the  following  to  our  city: 

PROHIBIT  VACANCY  CONTROL  IN  SAN  FRANCISCO  AND 
THROUGHOUT  THE  STATE,  encouraging  landlords  to 
evict  rent-controlled  tenants  so  they  could  charge 
new  victims  whatever  the  market  would  bear. 
Vacancy  control  was  passed  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  in  1984  but  vetoed  by  Mayor  Feinstein, 
a San  Francisco  landlord.  Vacancy  control  is  the 
ONLY  way  to  stop  massive  evictions,  which  reached 

their  height  in  1985.  This  is the,  numbeT,  oi)g_ 

priority  of  the  San  Fr a ncis£o_Teiient^_ Uni pil. 

EXEMPT  VACANT  APARTMENTS,  SINGLE-FAMILY  HOMES, 
CONDOMINIUMS  AND  TOWNHOUSES  FROM  RENT  CONTROL. 
While  most  of  us  might  not  care  about  the  last 
two,  many  San  Francisco  tenants  now  live  in 

single-family  homes.  Unless  the  owner  lives  on 
the  premises,  such  houses  are  presently  covered  by 
the  San  Francisco  rent  ordinance. 

The  Costa  bill  is  supported  by  the  California 
Association  of  Realtors,  the  Real  Estate  Board, 
the  Builders  Industry  of  California,  Western 
Mobile  Homes  and  the  Apartment  House  Association.

Vista  Del  Monte  is  a cfying 
apartment  complex  on  Diamond 
Heights.  'Jtiere  is  the  possibility 
that  the  deteriorating  physical 
structure  is  taking  its  tenants 
with  it.  Built  in  1971,  this 
104-unit  subsidized  rental  housing 
complex  is  falling  apart  due  to  a 
combination  of  shoddy  construction 
and  neglect  by  the  owners  and 
their  management  firm.  What's 
even  worse  is  that  the  apartments 
have  asbestos  ceilings  and  heating 
ducts.  Asbestos  causes  lung 
cancer  which  may  not  shew  up  for 
10  to  30  years.  Many  children 
live  in  this  complex.  Since 
tenants  discovered  the  asbestos 
last  year,  managemenmt  has  moved 
VERY  slowly  in  taking  the  steps 
necessary  to  correct  the  health 
hazard.  The  tenants  finally  said 
"Enough!" 

They  sued  their  landlords  in 
Superior  Court  on  March  20  for  S2 
million  in  damages  and  injunctive 
relief.  Ibe  lawsuit  was  filed  by 
Bayside  Legal  Advocates  and  the 
Law  Offices  of  Carole  Cull urn  and 
Linda  Akulian. 


•Jbe  Vista  Del  Monte  Apartments 
boasts  one  of  the  grandest  \jiews 
of  San  Francisco  and  the  East  Bay, 
but  as  tenant  Nancy  Marquez,  who 
has  lived  there  since  it  was  built 
said,  "Are  you  going  to  die  for  a 
view?"  She  and  other  residents 
have  been  trying  for  years  to  get 
the  landlords  to  make  repairs,  tut 
the  few  that  have  been  made  were 
of  poor  quality.  Deborah  Fagan 
has  lived  at  VDM  since  1977. 
"There  used  to  be  a timely 
maintenance  schedule.  New  the 
apartment  complex  is  a dump. 
Maintenance  is  a joke." 

Last  year,  EUane  Leggat  and  his 
family  moved  from  their  home  of  5 
years  after  unsuccessfully  trying 
to  get  the  owners  to  meet  their 
duties.  "We  are  alleging  gross 
mismanagement  and  misspending  by 
management  and  a failure  to 
protect  tenants  from  knewn  toxic 
conditions  from  asbestos  to  carbon 
monoxide,  rodent  poisons, 
hazardous  wiring,  and  pesticides." 

What  makes  the  situation  at 
Vista  Del  Monte  even  more 
outrageous  is  that  HUD,  the 
federal  housing  agency,  subsidized 
the  purchase  of  the  land,  insured 
the  financing  that  built  the 
project,  and  continues  to  be  a 


source  of  funds  for  continuing 
mismanagement.  Some  of  the  tenants 
receive  Section  8 rent  subsidies, 
which  means  guaranteed  income  for 
the  owners.  In  addition,  the 
owners  enjoy  special  tax  writeoffs 
thanks  to  having  set  up  a limited 
partnership.  Obviously,  rental 
housing  for  low  and  moderate 
income  families  is  an  extremely 
lucrative  arrangement  for  seme 
developers.  And  like  many  similar 
programs,  the  government  will  lift 
its  requirement  to  operate  it  as 
low  cost  housing  in  15  years.  Tbe 
site  of  Vista  Del  Monte  would  be 
ideal  for  luxury  condominiums. 
But  in  15  years,  there  won't  be 
much  of  a need  to  house  low  income 
families  in  SF. 

Tbe  case  of  VDM  also  points  to 
the  issue  of  toxic  conditions  in 
other  San  Francisco  housing  units. 
Asbestos  building  materials  were 
outlawed  in  the  1970' s but  the 
housing  constructed  in  the  50  's 
and  60 's  which  contain  asbestos 
are  not  in  violation  of  local 
health  or  building  codes.  How 
many  residents  are  living  in  a 
serious  risk  to  their  health? 
What  will  be  done  to  determine  the 
extent  of  the  problem  of  poisonous 
housing?  What  is  the  solution? 


THIS  winter,  operators  of 
emergency  shelters  across 
I he  count  ry  have  been  coming 
to  a common  conclusion  rhe 
homeless  are  no  longer  the  lone  drift- 
ers and  former  mental  patients  who 
were  the  vast  preponderance  of  that 
population  just  a few  years  ago.  In 
dozens  of  cities,  including  New  York, 
Washington  D.C.,  and  Los  Angeles, 
and  even  in  rural  communities, 
emergency  programs  for  the  home- 
less are  being  flooded  by  functioning 
adults  and  families  with  children. 

The  reason  (or  the  change,  social 

scientists  say.  is  that  the  same  eco- 
nomic forces  that  make  it  impossible 
for  middle-class  people  to  buy  their 
first  homes  prevent  some  of  the  poor 
— those  who  have  been  evicted, 
burned  out  or  priced  out  — from  find- 
ing any  housing  at  all. 

The  story  of  Dennis  and  Suzanne 
Powell  and  their  five  daughters,  who 
lived  on  his  modest  carpenter's  in- 
come in  a three-family  house  in  Glen- 
dale, Queens,  is  typical.  Three  years 
ago.  when  accidental  damage  to  their 
building  forced  them  to  move,  they 
discovered  they  could  no  longer  find  a 
large  apartment  at  anything  close  to 
the  $270  monthly  rent  they  had  been 
paying.  For  months  they  slept  in 
their  automobile 

"No  one  wanted  to  rent  to  a family 
with  five  kids  in  our  price  range.” 
said  Mrs  Powell.  "But  soon  we  went 
condo  — we  got  a van  "To  avoid  hav- 
ing their  children  placed  in  foster 
care,  she  said,  the  family  agreed  to 
move  into  one-and-one-half  rooms  in 
a crowded  welfare  hotel,  the  Marti- 
nique Hotel,  at  Broadway  and  43d 
Street  in  Manhattan,  which  houses 
more  than  400  homeless  families.  To- 
day. they  say,  they’ve  all  but  given  up 
on  finding  a real  home. 

The  Trickle-Down  Effect 

The  Powells  are  no  longer  unusual, 
experts  say.  "The  new  homeless  are 
what  we  would  think  of  as  normal 
men  and  women  and  children,”  said 
Frederic  Robinson,  an  associate  pro- 
fessor of  urban  studies  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  the  District  of  Columbia  who 
has  investigated  the  homeless  popu- 
lation of  Washington.  "If  a young 
middle-clasps  couple  can't  afford  a 
home,”  Mr  Robinson  added,  imag- 
ine what  is  happening  to  people  at  the 
lower  end  of  the  spectrum.” 
According  to  Kim  Hopper,  a Rev- 
son  fellow  at  Columbia  University 
who  has  conducted  several  studies  of 
the  homeless  while  working  at  the 
Community  Services  Society  of  New 
York,  nationally  half  a million  low-in- 
come units  have  disappeared  annu- 
ally through  building  conversions, 
arson,  abandonment,  inflation  and 
demolition  in  recent  years.  More- 
over. rents  are  taking  a higher  pro- 
portion of  tenants'  salaries 

In  the  1950's  and  19fi0's.  the  median 
American  renter  paid  20  percent  of 
his  income  for  housing;  the  figure 
grew  to  27  percent  in  1980  Seven  mil- 
lion low-income  renters  were  paying 
more  than  50  percent  for  housing  by 
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the  early  1980’s,  Mr  Hopper  said. 
Among  the  poorest  households,  those 
with  incomes  below  $3,000.  half  were 
paying  more  than  72  percent  for  rent, 
leaving  them  an  average  of  $71  a 
month  for  all  other  needs  Even  the 
places  where  people  used  to  go  when 
they  could  not  afford  apartments  — 
single-room-occupancy  hotels  or 
rooming  houses  — have  been  con- 
verted and  demolished  at  a rapid 
rate. 

The  Federal  Role 

Increasingly,  said  Anne  Christen- 
sen of  Jersey  City,  a board  member 
of  the  National  Coalition  for  the 
Homeless,  families  supported  by 
breadwinners  with  low-paying  jobs 
or  those  on  welfare  find  no  housing  in 
their  price  range  because  public 
assistance  levels  and  salaries  have 
not  kept  pace  with  skyrocketing  rents 
in  newly  genlrified  or  redeveloped 
urban  areas.  When  emergency  shel- 
ter is  unavailable  or  parents  fear  that 
their  children  may  be  moved  from 
shelters  to  foster  homes,  shelter 
operators  say.  homeless  families 
sometimes  take  to  sleeping  in  aban- 
doned buildings,  cars  or  even  out- 
doors 

Critics  of  the  Reagan  Administra- 
tion blame  Washington  for  what  they 
say  is  a withdrawal  of  Federal  sup- 
port for  low-income  and  moderate-in- 
come housing  Chester  Hartman,  a 
fellow  at  the  Institute  for  Policy  Stud- 
ies in  Washington.  D C.,  argues  that 
without  increased  Federal  money  for 
housing  the  problem  will  grow 

Such  talk  brings  a sharp  retort 
from  the  Administration,  which 
argues  that  it  has  not  wavered  in  its 
commitment  to  low-income  housing 
June  Koch,  a Deputy  Assistant  Secre- 
tary of  Housing  and  Urban  Develo- 
pent.  said  the  number  of  Federally  fi- 
nanced housing  units  created  annu- 
ally had  grown  from  3.1  million  to  4.2 
million  since  1981 

Dr  Koch  placed  the  blame  else- 
where. In  New  York,  she  said,  the  de- 
struction of  housing  stock  can  be 
traced  to  rent  control  and  other  poli- 
cies discouraging  private  develop- 
ment James  C Miller  3d.  director  of 
the  Office  of  Management  and  Budg- 
et. summarized  for  a Congressional 
committee  last  month  the  Adminis- 
tration's view  of  the  situation.  "We 
believe.  "Mr  Miller  said,  "the  home- 
less are  not  a Federal  responsibility 
but  a stale  and  local  responsibilty."

Control . figuring  that  if  we  win,  they  will  lose 
their  chance  to  jack  those  rents  up  in  the 
future.  And  they  are  right.  It  is  imperative 
that  tenants  who  find  themselves  in  this 
vulnerable  position  consider  doing  the 

following: 

— Write  your  landlord  a letter  informing 
him/her/it  that  you  support  the  Vacancy  Control 
Campaign,  the  SF  Housing  and  Tenants  Council, 
and/or  at  least  one  of  its  member  groups  which 
advocates  for  tenants  rights.  The  reason  for 
doing  this  is  to  provide  you  with  a legal  defense 
if  your  landlord  attempts  to  increase  rent, 
decrease  services,  causes  you  to  leave 

involuntarily,  brings  an  action  to  recover 

possession  or  threatens  to  do  any  of  these  acts. 
State  law  prohibits  a landlord  from  retaliating 
against  a tenant  because  he  or  she  has  lawfully 
organized  or  participated  in  a tenants' 
association  or  an  organization  advocating 

tenants'  rights  or  if  the  tenant  has  lawfully  and 
peaceably  exercised  any  rights  under  the  law. 
This  is  prohibited  by  California  Civil  Code 
Section  1942.5.  This  is  not  to  say  that  your 
landlord  may  not  evict  you  if  s/he  has  a 
legitimate  "just  cause"  as  required  under  the 
Rent  Law.  (If  you  dP  receive  an  eviction  notice 
or  are  harrassed,  immediately  contact  the  SFTU, 
an  attorney  or  other  tenants  rights  group.) 
Although  this  may  sound  alarmist,  we  saw  an 
upsurge  of  evictions  the  last  time  we  fought  for 
this  issue.  Better  safe  than  sorry.

THE  VAN  NESS  GATEWAY— 

Xtime  IS  running  outX 

In  the  last  issue  of  the  North  Mission 
News  you  were  treated  to  an  interview 
with  Richard  Deringer  as  well  as  a full 
page  ad  from  Deringer  Development. 
In  both  forums  Deringer  attempted  to 
make  a case  for  his  out  sized  project  at 
South  Van  Ness  and  Mission  What  a 
crock. 

Despite  numerous  statements  in  the 
Environmental  Impact  Report  (EIR) 


attesting  to  the  serious  negative  impacts  this  project  will  have,  the  project's 
sponsor  and  his  spokesman  persist  in  insisting,  against  all  logic,  that  this 
project  will  not  effect  the  North  Mission  neighborhood  in  an  adverse  way 

In  the  interests  of  furthering  his  project,  Deringer  has  repeatedly  pressed 
for  a face-to-face  meeting  with  various  representatives  of  interested  Mission 
organizations.  David  Spero,  President  of  the  North  Mission  Association, 
undertook  the  task  of  arranging  a meeting 

Imagine  our  surprise  when  Deringer  didn't  show  up,  claiming  prior 
committents.  Oh  he  sent  his  mouthpieces  to  engage  in  their  usual  obfuscation 
of  the  issues,  apparently  with  orders  to  keep  the  negotiations  open  in  order  to 
delay  our  helping  neighborhood  opposition  to  his  project.  Deringer  has 
produced  a big  show  about  meeting  the  concerns  of  the  neighborhood  all  the 
while  refusing  to  negotiate  in  good  faith  This  last  meeting  confirmed  our 
worst  fears  that  Deringer  has  no  intention  of  seriously  mitigating  the 
ill  effects  of  his  project. 

Deringer  has  steadfastly  maintained  that  the  city  needs  his  project  and  that 
he  was  filling  a need,  for  so-called  back  office  space,  that  no  one  else  was 
filling.  On  Friday,  March  21,  the  Planning  Department  demolished  his 
argument  when  it  released  its  assessment  of  his  project  (as  well  as  some 
others). 
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In  this  report,  Dean  Macris,  the  city's  planning  director,  thoroughly 
debunked  Deringer's  argument  that  San  Francisco  cries  out  in  desperation  for 
his  project. 

You  may  remember  from  last  week's  interview  that  Deringer  stated  that  his 
building  was  composed  entirely  of  back  office  space,  a type  of  space, he  says  is 
in  critical  short  supply  in  the  city  The  Planning  Department's  report  states 
unequivocally  that  a surplus  of  back  office  space  exists  in  the  city  at  this  time. 
The  report  continues,  referring  to  the  construction  of  back  office  space,  "There 
is  no  current  need  for  additional  space  of  that  kind." 

The  report  further  explodes  Deringer's  back  office  argument  by  stating  that 
the  back  office  operations  that  have  moved  to  the  suburbs  in  the  past  were  a 
one-time  phenomenon  having  more  to  do  with  corporate  growth  and  mergers 
than  any  factors  in  the  San  Francisco  real  estate  market  The  report  also 
blasts  the  project's  design  and  calls  for  substantial  redesign 

Sounds  to  me  like  we  not  only  don't  need  the  project  but  it's  ugly  besides. 

While  this  latest  assessment  of  the  proposed  Van  Ness  Gateway  provides  us 
with  some  very  potent  ammunition  in  our  fight  to  stop  or,  at  the  very  least, 
scale  down  the  project,  we  have  two  very  serious  obstacles  to  our 
efforts — Deringer’s  money  and  the  Planning  Commission. 

With  the  massive  resources  at  his  disposal,  the  oily  persuasiveness  of 
himself  and  his  hired  guns,  Deringer  is  able  to  mount  a well-heeled,  but 
ultimately  misleading,  campaign  to  convince  the  Planning  Commission  that 
the  neighborhood  supports  the  project. 

As  for  the  Planning  Commission,  in  the  past  we  have  witnessed  the 
Planning  Department  reccommend  against  approving  a project  only  to  have 
the  Planning  Commission  overrule  their  own  staff  and  approve  a proposal  over 
the  united  opposition  of  everyone  except  the  project's  sponsor 

What  we  need  now  is  for  the  people  in  the  North  Mission  neighborhood  to 
express  their  outrage  at  this  project  by  writing  letters  to  the  planning 
commission  Reference  case  number  84.448E  when  you  write  We  could  also 
use  volunteers  to  get  signatures  on  a petition  opposing  the  project  as  well  as 
volunteers  to  testify  againstlhe  project  when  it  comes  up  before  the  Planning 
Commission  on  April  10.  Call  the  North  Mission  Association  at  626-2882

From  now  until  the  November 
elections  we  will  be  entertained  by 
another  campaign  hoping  to  rein  in  the 
explosive  growth  of  high  rise 
construction  in  San  Francisco.  The 
campaign  is  being  run  under  the  aegis 
of  the  San  Francisco  Campaign  for 
Accountable  Planning  (S.F  CAP),  a 
new  moniker  for  the  slow  growth  crowd 
that  gave  us  the  nearly  successful  Prop 
M several  years  ago 

Basically  this  slow  growth  proposal 
claims  to  implement  the  downtown 
plan  in  the  way  it  was  intended,  that  is 
by  slowing  construction.  The 
deceleration  of  construction  is 
accomplished  through  a revision  of 
S.F.’s  master  plan  and  also  by  counting 
buildings  already  in  the  "pipeline" 
against  the  annual  limit  of  950,000 
square  feet.  Counting  buildings 
approved  over  the  last  two  years 
effectly  reduces  the  annual  limit  for 
high  rise  construction  to  about  475,000 
square  feet. 

The  proposition  would  also  remove 
the  three-year  sunset  provision  tacked 
on  by  the  Supes  in  order  to  get  Wendy 
Nelder’s  vote  for  the  downtown  plan 

The  framers  of  the  proposed 
initiative  also  have  added  a provision 
for  getting  jobs  for  San  Francisco 
residents.  The  jobs  section  has  been 
the  source  of  much  contention  during 
the  development  process  of  the 
initiative  Apparently  many  of  the 
slow  growth  advocates  think  that  a jobs 
provision  will  earn  them  votes  in  those 
precincts  where  construction  means 
jobs  and  jobs  are  hard  to  come  by. 

The  initiative  is  complicated  and 
long,  defying  easy  comprehension  by 
anyone  save  Planning  Commission 
junkies.  The  intricacies  of  the  ballot 
measure  will  make  it  an  easy  target  for 
negative  campaigning  because  no  one 
will  really  understand  it  But  Prop  M, 
longer  and  more  complicated,  almost 
won. 

S.F.  CAP  also  proposes  to  reduce  the 
size  of  buildings  exempted  from  the 
plan  from  50,000  square  feet  to. 

Oh  to  hell  with  this  The  nitty  gritty 
details  of  planning  are  a monumental 
bore,  involving  the  kinds  or 
mind-numbing  details  only  a lawyer 
can  love.  Besides  there  are  many  holes 
in  the  proposition,  it  seems  designed 
more  to  facilitate  lawsuits  against 
developers  and  the  city  than  to  stop 
high-rise  construction;  it's  too 
complicated  for  mortal  man  to 
understand  which  means  that  we  have 
to  take  its  effects  on  faith,  the  jobs 
provision  hangs  on  to  this  initiative 
with  little  connection  to  growth 
provisions;  and  on  and  on. 

But  the  most  important  point  is  that 
these  folks  are  the  ones  fighting  to 
preserve  San  Francisco

I get  out  my  makeup  kit  and  do  him  up  real  good, 
lipstick,  eyeliner,  blush,  mascara,  the  works.  I even 
painted  his  nails. 

After  a while,  he  wakes  up  and  says  he's  going  next 
door  to  Puerto  Alegre  for  sane  thing  to  eat.  The  bar  is  half 
full  but  nobody  says  a word  as  he  strolls  out  the  door,  we 
just  wait.  After  about  five  minutes  there's  this  horrible 
scream  and  he  canes  storming  back  in  waving  and  bellowing 
"Who  did  this? I Who  did  this?!" 

Of  course,  nobody  would  answer  him  because  we're  all 
doubled  over  laughing  so  hard  but  finally  I catch  my  breath 
long  enough  to  tell  him  "I'll  bet  you  never  fall  asleep  in 
here  again."  You  know...  he  never  did!

The  S.F.  AIDS  alternative  healing  project  has  been 
moving  forward,  gaining  new  ground  in  our  ccnmunity.  Since 
January,  a low-cost  support  group  for  people  with  AIDS  has 
been  meeting.  The  group  also  will  be  opening  a phone 
hotline  in  April  to  disseminate  information  about  treatment 
of  AIDS  - alternative  and  conventional  - as  well  as  give 
practitioner  referrals. 

The  most  exciting  development  is  that  a comprehensive 
treatment  protocol  similar  to  Dr.  Russell  Jaffe's  (mentioned 
previously  in  this  column)  is  being  initiated  at  Quan  Yin 
acupuncture  and  herb  center. 

After  months  of  frustration  with  trying  to  raise  money 
through  foundaions  and  getting  responses  like  "we  do  not 
fund  alternative  treatment  projects",  the  project  decided  to 
go  ahead  and  put  together  the  program  on  a private  basis. 

The  comprehensive  program  includes  meditation, 
visualization,  detoxification,  herbal  prescriptions, 
nutritional  supplements,  a health -promoting  diet,  immune- 
enhancing  substances  and  counseling. 

There  is  no  known  medical  cure  for  AIDS  at  this  time. 
However,  while  the  SFAAHP  makes  no  claim  to  cure  AIDS 
or  other  diseases,  the  SFAAHP  (a  group  of  concerned 
practitioners  and  supporters)  believes  that  individuals  who 
take  responsibility  in  a total  way  for  their  own  health  can 
regain  an  inner-sense  of  well-being  and  balance. 

The  program  is  limited  to  ten  people  who  are  committed 
to  alternative  therapies  and  who  agree  to  participate  in  all 
sessions  over  at  least  a six  month  period.  All  participants 
are  required  to  maintain  regular  visits  with  her/his 
personal  physician. 

Hie  practitioners  include  Alan  Brickman,  M.A.  and  Misha 
Cohen  C.A.  along  with  our  medical  consultant,  Dr.  Gary  Ross. 
Alan  combines  guided  meditation  with  traditinal  forms  of 
counseling  and  facilitates  the  SFAAHP  support  group.

BURGERS  COURTED 

Last  month,  Carl's  Jr.  won  approval  to  operate  a 
restaurant  at  2401  Mission  Street  (on  the  southeast  comer 
of  20th).  Despite  protests  from  the  North  Mission 
Association , the  Planning  Commission  approved  the  fast  food 
franchise  operation.  Commissioners  Wright  and  Karasik  voted 
against  Carl's  Jr.  The  other  commissioners  ignored 
arguments  about  noise,  the  effect  of  franchises  on  existing 
small  businesses,  and  the  feeling  tha4*  San  Francisco  should 
preserve  its  character  by  limiting  all  franchise  fast  food. 

The  hours  of  operation  will  be  from  6AM  - 2AM.  The 
only  good  news  out  of  all  this  is  that  the  building  above 
Carl's  Jr.  will  be  reopening  as  a residential  hotel.  The 
farmer  New  World  Hotel,  tom  apart  by  a partnership  dispute 
(see  NMN  7/84)  will  reopen  by  the  fall  according  to  Harry 
Litke,  President  of  Litke  Investments.  Litke  said  he  is 
spending  over  $100,000  to  bring  the  building  up  to  code,  and 
. premised  the  rents  will  be  affordable  to  Mission  residents. 

"We're  going  to  run  a clean  operation,"  said  Litke, 
adding  "we  want  stable,  long-term  tenants."

The  integrated  Health  Studies  Program  at  the  New 
College  of  California  is  dedicated  to  expanding  the  notion 
of  health  beyond  the  narrow  techno-medical  to  incorporate 
the  psycho- social,  political  and  spiritual  dimensions.  Each 
semester,  it  sponsors  a series  of  presentations  for  the 
community  on  issues  addressing  these  areas.  In  March,  three 
interesting  and  controversial  topics  have  been  presented. 

On  March  3,  Fawn  Moran,  Project  Coordinator  of 
Community  Health  Advocates  Inc.,  presented  the  issue  of 
patient  advocacy.  In  the  past  decade,  the  number  of 
malpractice  suits  has  skyrocketed  and  malpractice  insurance 
has  presented  the  medical  profession  with  a contradiction 
bordering  on  crisis.  Moran's  argument  is  that  this  problem 
is  symptomatic  of  a relationship  in  which  the  sick  person, 
individually  and  institutionally  disempowered  vis-a-vis  the 
physician,  seeks  to  utilize  the  only  real  tool  available  for 
equalizing  the  situation  - legal  redress.  Moran  suggested 
that  the  use  of  patient  advocates  increases  the  respect  for 
the  individual  sick  person,  gets  their  needs  heard,  obtains 
acknowledgment  of  their  patient's  rights  and  thus  ensures 
delivery  of  a higher  quality  of  care.  In  this  way,  the  need 
for  legal  redress  is  eliminated.  The  problem  is  that  there 
is  no  institutional  or  governmental  movement  to  establish 
patient  advocacy  at  this  time.  Although  there  are 
technically  programs  for  advocacy  for  mental  health  patients 
and  the  elderly,  funding  has  been  cut  so  drastically  as  to 
make  these  meaningless  gestures. 

Ore  can,  however,  through  the  use  of  Durable  Power  of 
Attorney,  legally  designate  an  individual  (and  two  alter- 
nates) to  make  medical  decisions  for  oneself  if  the  patient 
becomes  unable  to  function.  The  problem  of  unequal  physician 
patient  power  will  probably  increase  as  affirmative  action 
programs,  which  sought  to  ensure  that  minorities,  women  and 
working  class  people  were  able  to  become  physicians,  are 
decimated  in  the  80 's. 

On  March  10,  the  staff  of  the  Peace  Pavillion  of  the 
Whole  Life  Expo  presented  "Dynamic  Peace".  Echoing  the 
"Visualize  Peace"  bumper  stickers  one  sees  on  Volvos,  Saabs 
and  BMWs  around  town,  Dynamic  Peace  is  built  on  the  idea 
that  peace  is  not  here  because  we  cannot  adequately  conceive 
an  image  of  it,  and  that  is  our  task.  This  is  at  best  empty 
headed,  naive,  yuppie  self-interested  irresponsibility  and, 
at  worst,  possibly  an  FBI  informant's  dream  scheme.  I'm 
sure  that  President  Ronbo  has  a visualization  of  peace,  for 
instance  - anyone  to  the  left  of  William  F.  Buckley 
eliminated  in  one  swoop  sounds  about  fiqht. 

On  March  17th,  volunteers  from  Suicide  Prevention 
discussed  the  issue  of  teenage  suicide.  Young  people  in  the 
15-24  range  are  the  only  age  grouping  whose  death  rate  is 
rising  rather  than  decreasing.  Suicide  is  the  second  major 
cause  of  death  in  this  population.  Suicide  Prevention 
believes  that  with  more  attention  paid  to  indicators  of 
suicidal  distress  such  as  depressive  episodes,  drastic 
changes  in  behavior  and  dress,  etc.,  one  could  intervene  and 
prevent  adolescent  suicides.  The  noble  and  valiant  efforts 
of  Suicide  Prevention  (telephone  221-1423)  aside,  one  has  to 
wonder  at  the  root  causes  of  this  problem.  Much  of  it 
points  to  the  capitalist  economic  system  and  its  unique 
construction  of  adolescence  as  an  age  of  blossoming 
sexuality  and  creative  power  and  energy,  but  with  little  or 
no  cultural  sanction  for  their  expression  save  the  power  of 
self-destruction.  The  ultimate  prevention  of  suicide  may 
only  come  with  social  change.

KECOLLKCTIOHS  OF  THE  PAST 

50  years  is  an  interval  that  seems,  to  some  younger 
people,  like  an  awfully  long  time.  To  people  in  my  age 
group  who  are  well  up  in  their  80' s,  even  pushing  90,  50 
years  is  a nice  comfortable  number,  providing  a substantial 
period  for  reflection;  a look  back  at  the  best  part  of  one's 
adult  life.  But  I like  to  look  back  60  years,  when  I was  27 
years  old  and  maturing;  when  I was  beginning  to  really 
appreciate  my  surroundings.  I believe  that  what  started  me 
thinking  about  San  Francisco  and  its  history  was  the  great 
Diamond  Jubilee  celebration  in  1925,  which  marked  the  75th 
year  of  statehood  for  California.  This,  and  the  magnificent 
Panama-Pacific  International  Exposition  10  years  before, 
gave  us  San  Franciscans  a feeling  that  we,  indeed,  live  in  a 
very  unique  and  beautiful  place;  the  Jewel  of  the  Pacific. 
This  is  the  reason  I like  to  write  these  stories;  to  try  to 
convey  to  other  people  my  inner  feelings  about  this  city. 

Now,  I was  born  on  Russian  Hill,  but  because  of  the 
Earthquake  and  Fire,  I was  raised  in  Cow  Hollow.  All 
through  my  teenage  years  I worked  at  various  jobs,  but 
usually  I was  delivering  flowers  from  the  American  Florist 
which  was  on  the  corner  of  Polk  and  Sutter  Streets.  When  a 
person  is  doing  this  kind  of  work  he  gets  sent  all  over  the 
city  so,  early  on,  I was  aware  of  the  fact  that  Cow  Hollow 
wasn't  the  only  place  in  town!  In  fact,  I was  often 
delivering  to  any  of  the  many  Funeral  Parlors  in  the  Mission 
District.  There  were  about  15  of  them  out  here  then.  H.  F. 
Suhr  was  one  of  the  largest  and  should  always  be  remembered 
as  a leading  'Booster'  of  the  Mission. 

« In  those  years,  I never  paid  any  attention  to  the  fact 
that  the  Mission  District  was  (and  still  is)  a city  within  a 
city  with  a number  of  distinct  neighborhoods,  often  with 
their  own  little  shopping  districts.  Even  as  far  back  as 
100  years  ago,  when  people  had  to  shop  outside  of  their  own 
area,  they  could  find  anything  they  needed  right  on  Mission 
street.  The  opinion  out  here  has  always  been:  "Why  go  all 
the  way  downtown  and  pay  higher  prices?". 

I guess  I began  to  take  a second  look  at  the  Inner  Mis- 
sion area  when  somebody  told  me  about  Jasper  O'Farrell,  and 
why  he  laid  out  Market  Street  the  way  he  did.  Some  people 
will  tell  you  that  he  planned  it  that  way,  so  that  it  would 
run  from  the  Ferry  Building  to  Twin  Peaks,  but  in  1847  there 
was  no  Ferry  Building;  only  a cove  of  the  bay  that  came  up 
to  where  Market,  First  and  Battery  Streets  are  now.  In  truth 
Market  Street  follows  what  was  then  a very  important  trail, 
connecting  the  little  village  by  the  bay  with  the  farms  of 
Mission  Dolores  Valley,  at  what  is  now  Church  Street. 

One  day  in  1925,  when  the  rest  of  the  city  was  overcast 
and  foggy,  I decided,  to  take  a walk  in  the  sunny  Mission.  I 
used  to  enjoy  long  walks  and  this  one  would  take  me  into 
previously  unfamiliar  country;  I felt  like  a pioneer!  A 
good  place  to  start  was  Church  Street,  but  in  order  to  get 
the  lay  of  the  land,  and  the  feeling  of  the  old  valley,  I 
jumped  off  the  big  green  #8  Castro  car  at  Dolores  Street  and 
walked  down  into  the  valley. 

The  J.  H.  Wiley  Furniture  Store  was  on  the  south  side 
of  Market  at  14th.  Soon  after,  they  moved  into  a large 
building  across  the  street  and  were  a landmark  on  that 
corner  for  many  years;  where  the  Safeway  parking  lot  is  now. 
The  southwest  corner  of  Church  and  Market  had  a nice  florist 
shop  and  down  Church  a ways  was  a good  Scandanavian  restau- 
rant, and  another  one  Just  across  the  street.  The  grocery 
store  was  on  the  corner  of  15th  Street  just  as  it  is  today 
and,  as  a matter  of  fact,  Church  Street  looks  much  the  same 
today  as  it  did  then  with  only  two  important  changes;  the 
1928  construction  of  Everett  School  and  the  removal  of  the 
outside  streetcar  tracks  that  carried  the  Muni  "J"  line. 
That  line  was  laid  in  1916,  and  for  some  reason  couldn't  use 
the  tracks  of  the  Market  Street  Railway's  #22  car  north  of 
16th  Street.  So,  for  almost  30  years,  that  2 block  stretch 
had  4 sets  of  tracks  which  left  very  little  room  for 
anything  else. 

On  the  northwest  corner  of  16th  and  Church  6tands  a 
very  old  building;  known  to  old  timers  in  the  area  as  the 
Gum  Factory.  Around  the  turn  of  the  century,  when  it  housed 
an  outfit  processing  chicle,  there  were  two  large  clocks 
where  the  round  windows,  high  on  the  corner  of  the  building, 
are  now.  Nowadays  it's  a distribution  point  for  supplies 
used  by  Catholic  schools.  I remember  seeing  the  Independent 
Cracker  & Biscuit  Company  and  the  Andrew  Williams  Cookie 
Company  along  there.  I saw  the  boys  from  the  Mission 
Dolores  School  stopping  by  the  cookie  bakery  for  a few 
broken  cookies  to  add  to  their  lunches.  I thought  then,  and 
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probably  correctly,  that  these  same  boys  depended  on  the  Gum 
Factory  clocks,  across  the  street,  to  let  them  know  how  soon 
the  dismissal  bell  would  ring,  giving  them  their  freedom! 

I walked  up  to  19th  Street  and  saw  the  old  Youth 
Directory,  a three  story  building  with  a clock  tower.  It 
sat  on  the  southwest  corner  overlooking  Mission  Dolores 
Park.  The  Youth  Directory  was  a service  of  the  Catholic 
Church,  founded  in  1875  for  the  purpose  of  helping  young 
people  ( some  wayward)  to  find  jobs  and  make  a life.  Father 
Denis  0.  Crowley  was  the  director  of  this  operation  for  many 
years.  He  is  remembered  for  his  devotion  to  the  under- 
privileged youth  of  this  city.  A playground  at  7th  and 
Harrison  Streets  was  named  for  him;  and  rightly  so! 

From  here,  and  on  up  Church  Street  to  the  top  of  the 
hill,  I was  really  impressed  with  the  splendid  view  of 
downtown.  I had  never  seen  it  from  this  angle.  It  was  a 
moment  of  surprise  and  pleasure.  The  streets  running  west, 
up  the  hill,  were  very  steep,  so  I just  kept  going  south 
until  I discovered  24th  Street. 

It's  hard  to  describe  thi6  interesting  little  shopping 
area,  hidden  away  in  what  is  now  called  Noe  Valley.  Here 
are  3 or  4 blocks  of  fairly  level  street  in  what  is  a very 
'lumpy'  part  of  the  Mission,  on  the  foothills  of  Twin  Peaks. 
The  buildings  were  very  old  then  (60  years  ago),  and  I am 
told  that  they  are  mostly  unchanged;  a few  more  now  have 
built-in  store  fronts.  In  those  days  the  #11  streetcar  line 
passed  through,  ending  up  the  hill  at  Hoffman  Street.  I 
followed  the  car  line  down  to  dolores,  where  it  ran  on  a 
single  track,  north,  up  the  middle  of  the  street  to  22nd, 
and  then  on  down  to  Mission  and  the  Ferries.  When  coming  up 
the  hill,  it  single  tracked  south  on  Chattanooga  Street  from 
22nd  to  24th.  After  World  War  II,  palm  trees  replaced  the 
tracks  on  those  two  blocks  of  Dolores  Street. 

Down  at  22nd  and  Mission,  I remember  stopping  in  at  the 
United  Cigar  store  for  a good  White  Owl  cigar;  my  favorite. 
And  that  reminds  me  of  the  large  Owl  Drug  Store  which  sat 
"kitty  corner"  across  the  intersection  where  the  big  Bank 
building  i 8 now.  The  Grand  Theater  was  next  door.  I'm  told 
that  the  New  Mission  Theater  is  the  only  one  left  of  the  old 
show  houses.  My  favorite  became  the  Wigwam  just  across  from 
the  New  Mission.  They  had  the  best  vaudeville  shows  in  town 
and  featured  Tom  Kelly,  "The  Irish  Nightingale  of  the 
Mission".  Two  other  theaters  along  the  way  were  the  Majes- 
tic and  the  beautiful  El  Capitan;  we  called  it  "The  El  Cap". 

Walking  down  Mission  Street  that  day,  enjoying  my  cigar 
and  the  sunshine,  is  one  of  the  good  recollections  I like  to 
tell  about.  In  those  days  there  were  ten  long  blocks  of 
good  shops , restaurants  and  service  stores  such  as  barbers 
and  cobblers  along  this  street.  In  later  years  the  Mission 
Merchants  Association  started  calling  it  the  "Miracle  Mile" 
which  was  an  excellent  description.  I remember  the  Mission 
District  as  being  virtually  matted  with  streetcar  tracks, 
and  their  noisy  crossings  and  switches.  The  Market  Street 
Railway  Company  ran  car-lines  on  all  of  the  main,  and  some 
of  he  smaller  streets  our  here.  The  service  couldn't  be 
beat!  I believe  that  the  most  important  intersection  for 
streetcars  was  16th  and  Mission.  Today,  with  the  BART 
Station  added,  it  certainly  is!  But,  in  1925,  it  wa6  here 
that,  tired  and  satisfied,  I ended  my  walk,  mounted  one  of 
the  great  streetcars,  and  rode  off  into  the  sunset.

Other  neighbors  on  the  move  include  Rosie  and  Travis 
who  originally  opened  the  16th  NOTE.  They're  moving  to 
Taos,  New  Mexico  in  April  to  re-open  The  Laughing  Horse  Inn. 
It  sounds  like  it's  going  to  be  a wonderful  bed  and 
breakfast  so,  if  you're  down  that  way,  stop  in. 

Among  new  neighbors,  I noticed  QUAD  EXPRESS  PRINTING 
16th  Street  between  Guerrero  and  Valencia.  That  was  on  my 
way  to  THREE  STAR  DRY  CLEANERS  at  510  Valencia  which  has  the 
best  deal  I know  of  on  starched  shirts  if  you're  into  that 
kind  of  thing.  They  have  one-day  service  on  shirts  for  only 
$ .99.

Our  neighborhood  seems  to  be  becoming  the  Off-Broadway 
of  San  Francisco  with  a lot  more  excitement  than  the  re- 
hashes at  the  "major"  theaters  if  you  ask  me.
